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Early  Writers  on 
Coins  of  Asia 

by  David  G.  Briggs,  Meredith,  N.H.,  NI  #1444 


Interesting  insights  into  the  origins  and  usages  of  the  coins  of  Asia 
in  earlier  times  can  be  gained  from  the  writings  of  the  rulers  who 
issued  coins  or  of  travellers  through  the  areas — particularly  the  more 
remote  areas — in  which  the  coins  were  to  be  found. 

Unlike  the  mints  of  Europe  and  America,  the  early  Asian  moneyers  sel- 
dom kept  records.  Written  references  to  the  coinage  are  scarce  and 
often,  by  themselves,  are  not  always  clear.  In  fact,  some  of  the  ac- 
counts raise  more  problems  than  they  solve.  But  others  reveal  much 
about  the  personalities  of  the  rulers  — the  pride  and  egotism  of  the 
Moghul  Emperor  Jahangir  when  he  instituted  a new  idea  in  his  coinage, 
or  the  off-hand,  almost  disinterested  attitude  of  Babur  about  the  enor- 
mous coin  booty  he  acquired  and  dispersed  following  his  sack  of  Qanda- 
har  in  1507. 

But,  these  early  writings  should  speak  for  themselves,  and  such  quo- 
tations from  the  sources  will  be  given  in  the  following  series  of 
brief  items . 


I - TAMERLANE 

We  begin  with  Tamerlane,  or  Timur-the-Lame  (c.  1336-1405),  the  great 
Mongol  conqueror,  whose  empire  extended  across  Asia  from  Delhi  to 
Ankhara. 

His  autobiographical  memoir,  Malfuzat-i-Timuri,  covers  only  the  34 
years  from  1342  to  1376  (his  7th  to  41st  years  of  age),  not  the  period 
in  which  he  issued  coins  in  his  own  name  (beginning  shortly  before  he 
established  his  Independence  from  the  Jagatai  Khans  in  1397),  and  not 
the  period  of  his  empire-building  expeditions  that  consumed  the  energ- 
ies of  his  last  25  years  (1380-1405).  His  mention  of  coins,  therefore, 
is  limited  to  two  — in  both  cases  to  a small  gold  coin  which  he 
calls  a Durust.  And  in  both  cases  his  references  are  to  events  in 
1362  when  he  was  still  a petty  district  governor  in  Transoxiana  under 
the  Jagatai  Khans , descendants  of  Genghis  Khan. 

Early  in  that  year,  he  was  sunmoned  to  meet  with  Tughluq  Timur  (1359- 
1369),  the  Khan  of  Transoxiana,  to  discuss  tax  collection  problems. 

"I  paid  my  respects  to  the  Emperor  on  the  banks  of  the  Khujend 
river,"  wrote  Tamerlane.  "He  received  me  most  graciously...  He  then 
consulted  me  what  was  requisite  to  be  done,  (and)  I told  him  'that  I 
had  agreed  for  so  many  thousand  Durusts , as  the  revenue  of  Maveralnaher 
and  that  he  had  only  to  appoint  collectors  to  realize  the  portion  of 
each  district,  and  to  punish  those  who  refused  payment.'" 
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\/liat  was  that  sold  coin  called  a Pui^^stl 

Later  that  year,  while  Tamerlane  was  encamped  with  his  army  in  the 
valley  of  Arsuf,  he  again  made  reference  to  it: 

"During  this  period,  my  warriors  lived  upon  the  game  which  we  killed; 
at  length,  I sent  a party  toward  Balkh,  with  orders  to  search  for  a 
flock  of  sheep,  and  to  bring  them  with  their  owners  to  me.  After  two 
days,  my  people  having  found  several  flocks  of  goats  and  sheep, 
brought  them  with  their  owners  to  my  encampment. 

"The  poor  fellows  were  dreadfully  frightened,  but  1 paid  them  for  the 
animals  with  some  Durusts  (a  small  gold  coin)  that  I had  by  me... 
when  this  trait  of  my  justice  was  made  known  to  the  farmers  of  Balkh, 
they  brought  to  my  encampment  grain  and  all  kinds  of  provisions,  by 
which  my  troops  were  much  refreshed." 

Tamerlane  was  then  27  and  not  yet  issuing  coins  of  his  own.  His  coin- 
age, struck  in  later  years,  was  mainly  of  silver  with  some  copper 
issues.  But  the  coins  of  his  predecessors  and  early  contemporaries, 
which  he  might  have  acquired  in  the  Khorasan-Afghan-Transoxiana  region, 
were  mostly  silver  dirhems  with  only  occasional  gold  dinars,  larger 
and  heaver  that  the  Duvust. 

Unhappily,  Tamerlane  does  not  identify  the  issuer  of  this  coin.  In 
his  Catalogue  of  Coins  (1894),  Charles  J.  Rogers  lists  one  "small 
gold  coin"  issued  by  Tamerlane's  son  Shah  Rukh . It  measures  only  11mm 
in  diameter  and  weighs  14  grains  (0.91  grams).  This  may  well  have 
been  a Durust , a fraction  of  a dinar,  on  the  model  of  the  earlier 
coin  which  Tamerlane  cited  for  tax  collections  and  the  payments  to 
supply  his  army. 


II  - BABUR 

Zahir  ud-din  Muhammad  Babur  came  out  of  Central  Asia  in  the  16th  cen- 
tury to  found  the  Moghul  Empire  in  India.  As  a descendant  of  both 
Genghis  Khan  and  Tamerlane,  he  had  inherited  (1494)  the  principality 
of  Fergana,  but  his  early  years  were  spent  in  almost  constant  warfare 
with  the  Uzbeks  in  an  unsuccessful  effort  to  retain  his  inheritance 
and  recover  Tamerlane's  capital,  Samarkand. 

When  this  effort  failed,  he  turned  south,  captured  Kabul  in  1540,  and 
made  that  city  the  base  for  military  operations  to  consolidate  his 
control  of  Afghanistan  and  later  (1525)  to  invade  India. 

He  is  now  recognized  as  a poet  as  well  as  a conqueror,  and  he  composed 
a long  epic  memoir  called  the  Babur-nama  in  which  he  recorded  his  camp- 
paigns  in  detail  and  with  literary  flair. 

In  his  description  of  the  events  of  1507,  he  tells  of  his  raid  on  the 
Afghan  city  of  Qandahar  and  of  such  enormous  booty  in  coins  that  he 
could  calmly  let  one  of  his  subordinate  commanders  try  to  raid  the 
city  treasury  before  him,  and  another  of  them  walk  off  unscathed  with 
a large  quantity  of  the  coins  — both  without  rebuke. 

Babur's  army  won  the  battle  outside  the  walls  of  Qandahar,  and  the 
defending  forces  fled  without  attempting  to  re-enter  the  city.  Babur 
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writes:  "The  enemy  was  in  two  divisions,  one  under  Shah  Shuja  Arghun, 
known  as  Shah  Beg. . , the  other  under  his  younger  brother  Muqim. . . 

"Shah  Beg  and  Muqim  could  not  get  into  Qandahar  when  they  took  flight; 
Shah  Beg  went  towards  Shal  and  Mastung  (Quetta),  Muqim  towards  Zamin- 
dawar.  They  left  no  one  able  to  make  the  fort  fast...  ^ 

"I  go  to  Muqim's  treasury  first,  that  being  in  the  outer  fort;  'Abdu'r- 
razzaq  Mirza  must  have  been  quicker  than  I,  for  he  was  just  dismounting 
there  when  I arrived;  I gave  him  a few  things  from  it... 

"Such  masses  of  white  (silver)  money  had  never  been  seen  in  those  coun- 
tries; no  one  indeed  was  to  be  heard  of,  who  had  seen  so  much...  I 
gave  the  Qandahar  country  to  Nasir  Mirza.  After  the  treasure  had  been 
got  into  order,  loaded  up  and  started  off,  he  took  the  loads  of  white 
tankas  off  a string  of  camels  (i.e.  7 beasts)  at  the  citadel-treasury, 
and  kept  them.  I did  not  demand  them  back;  I just  gave  them  to  him... 

"There  had  been  no  chance  of  portioning  out  the  spoils  while  we  were 
near  Qandahar;  it  was  done  at  Qara-bagh  where  we  delayed  two  or  three 
days.  To  count  the  coins  being  difficult,  they  were  apportioned  by 
weighing  them  in  scales.  Begs  of  all  ranks,  retainers  and  houshold 
(tabin) , loaded  up  ass-load  after  ass-load  of  sacks  full  of  white 
tankas,  and  took  them  away  for  their  own  subsistence  and  pay  of  their 
soldiers • 


"We  went  back  to  Kabul  with  masses  of  goods  and  treasure,  great  honor 
and  reputation." 

Given  the  scarcity  today  of  the  silver  coins  of  that  area  in  that 
period,  this  account  of  the  spoils  of  Qandahar  can  leave  both  the 
student  and  collector  of  Asian  coins  a bit  breathless.  And  through 
the  glitter,  they  can  sense  somthing  of  the  personality  of  the  first 
of  the  Moghuls. 


Ill  - JAHANGIR 

Of  all  the  memoirs  of  the  Moghul  emperors,  perhaps  none  is  quite  so 
interesting  as  that  of  Babur's  great  grandson  Nur-ud-din  Jahangir 
(1605-1628)  who  wrote  the  Tuzuk-i-J ahangiri . The  work  is  detailed, 
full  of  acute  observations  of  the  scenes  and  people  around  him,  and 
it  reflects  Jahangir's  imperious  assurance  in  himself  and  his  institu- 
tions, as  well  as  his  immodest  pride  in  his  own  originality. 

Some  of  his  references  to  his  coinage  illustrate  this , none  better  than 
the  account  of  his  Inspired  introduction  of  the  beautiful  Zodiacal 
coins  in  gold  and  silver.  The  idea  came  to  him  on  April  9,  1618, 
while  he  was  on  the  march  with  his  army  approaching  Ahmadabad  in 
Guj  arat : 

"Previously  to  this,  the  rule  of  coinage  was  that  on  one  face  of  the 
metal  they  stamped  my  name,  and  on  the  reverse  the  name  of  the  place, 
and  the  month  and  year  of  the  reign.  At  this  time  it  entered  my  mind 
that  in  place  of  the  month  they  should  substitute  the  figure  of  the 
constellation  which  belonged  to  that  month;  for  instance,  in  the 
month  of  Farwardin  the  figure  of  a ram,  and  in  Urdibihisht  the  figure 
of  a bull.  Similarly,  in  each  month  that  a coin  was  struck,  the 
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figure  of  the  constellation  was  to  be  on  one  face,  as  if  the  sun  were 
emerging  from  it.  This  usage  is  my  own,  and  has  never  been  practised 
until  now." 

And  practised  it  was.  The  coins  bearing  the  signs  of  the  Zodiac  were 
first  issued  from  the  mint  at  Ahmadabad  in  1618  primarily  in  silver, 
and  in  the  following  year  from  the  mint  at  his  capital,  Agra,  primarily 
in  gold.  A few  were  struck  at  some  six  other  mints,  but  these  are 
exceedingly  rare. 

Another  inspiration  for  a coinage  innovation  came  to  Jahangir  when, 
in  1618  (A.H.  1027),  he  visited  the  ancient  port  of  Cambay  (called 
Khanbayat  by  the  Moghuls).  This  passage  in  his  memoirs  has  created 
one  of  the  great  numismatic  mysteries  of  all  time,  for  both  the  new 
idea  and  the  new  coins  themselves  have  vanished  completely. 

With  evident  pride,  Jahangir  wrote: 

"At  this  time  an  order  was  given  that  tankas  of  gold  and  silver  should 
be  coined  twice  the  weight  of  ordinary  muhrs  and  rupees.  The  legend 
on  the  gold  coin  was  on  one  side  the  words  ' Jahangir- shahi,  1027'  (A.D. 
1618),  and  on  the  reverse  'Struck  in  Cambay  in  the  12th  year  of  the 
reign',  with  this  second  hemistich  round  it:  'When  after  the  conquest 

of  the  Deccan  he  came  to  Gujarat  from  Mandu' . In  no  reign  except  mine 
have  tankas  been  coined  except  of  copper;  the  gold  and  silver  tankas 
are  my  invention.  I ordered  it  to  be  called  the  Jahangirl  coinage." 

Is  it  possible  for  an  entire  issue  of  such  distinctive  coinage  to 
vanish  as  thoroughly  as  if  it  had  never  been  struck? 

H.  Nelson  Wright,  the  English  author  of  the  Indian  Museum  catalogue 
of  Moghul  coins,  notes: 

"Jahangir  visited  the  town  (Khanbayat,  or  Cambay)  in  the  twelfth  year 
of  his  reign,  and  in  his  'Wag'iat'  mentions  that  'tankas  of  gold  and 
silver...,  heavier  than  the  current  gold  muhar  and  rupee'  were  struck 
by  his  order  there.  I have  not,  however,  heard  of  any  such  pieces 
being  found,  the  first  emperor  of  whom  coins  are  known  (from  this 
mint)  being  Shah  Jahan.  The  earliest  date  for  the  mint  seems  to  be 
A.H.  1050"  (1641). 

Another  British  numismatist,  George  P.  Taylor,  cites  this  passage 
from  the  Tuzuk-i-Jahcmgivi  in  a study*  of  the  coinage  of  Cambay,  and 
guesses  at  a possible  solution  to  the  mystery: 

"It  would  seem  the  issue  was  not  for  currency  purposes  but  merely  in 
commemoration  of  Jahangir's  royal  visit  to  the  city...  I am  not  aware 
that  a single  specimen  of  these  Jahangiri  tankas  of  Cambay  is  contained 
at  the  present  day  in  any  numismatic  cabinet." 

It  is  customary  for  commemorative  coins,  especially  a limited  issue, 
to  be  preserved  as  keepsakes  and  heirlooms.  If  Taylor's  guess  is  cor- 
rect, it  would  seem  possible  that  one  day  one  of  these  vanished  coins 
will  reappear  to  solve  the  mystery  of  Jahangir's  gold  and  silver  tankas 
of  Khanbayat.

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HEJA  RAILWAY  COMMEMOR- 
ATION MEDALS and  a 

related  Firman

Abdul  Hamid  II,  Sultan  of  Turkey,  inaugurated,  what  for  every  pious 
Moslem  was  to  be  the  crowning  work  of  his  life,  when  as  Sultan  and 
Caliph  he  announced  to  the  faithful  his  decision  to  construct  a rail- 
way from  Damascus  to  the  holy  cities  of  Medina  and  Mecca.  Pilgrims 
at  the  beginning  of  this  century  congregated  in  Damascus  to  join  the 
caravan  under  whose  protection  they  continued  their  journey  through 
the  desert  and  lands  of  the  Bedouin  tribesmen.  The  Sultan  decreed  that 
no  Christian  should  be  allowed  to  subscribe  - it  would  be  financed 
entirely  out  of  voluntary  contributions  give  by  religious  Moslems  all 
over  the  world,  and  he  headed  the  list  with  a donation  of  50,000  Turk- 
ish liras  in  gold.  The  response  was  immediate,  even  the  Shah  of 
Persia  (a  Shiite)  did  not  fail  to  send  his  contribution.  Only  eight 
years  after  he  had  launched  his  first  appeal  for  funds  the  railway 
had  reached  the  outskirts  of  Medina  which  became  the  terminus. 

On  September  15th  1899  the  Hejaz  Railway  Medal  Act  was  put  into  force 
by  the  Sultan.  This  order  authorized  a m.edal  to  be  given  to  all  who 
served  in,  or  supported  activities  in  connection  with  the  scheme  by 
donations.  The  medals  were  to  be  struck  in  gold  (for  those  who  gave 
over  one  hundred  gold  pieces  as  their  contribution) , in  silver  (for 
contributions  of  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  gold  pieces)  and  nickel  (for 
donors  of  from  five  to  fifty  gold  pieces) . Men  would  wear  it  on  the 
right  breast  with  a straight  green  ribbon,  and  women  would  wear  it 
with  a specially  made  ribbon  in  the  shape  of  a flower. 

The  first  medal  issued  known  as  the  "Hejaz"  Railway  medal  was  referred 
to  in  a short  notice  by  Rev.  I.  C.  G.  Campbell  (J4I  BuZZet'tn,  August 
1979,  p2Al)  who  told  us  about  the  presentation  of  gold  medals  to  an 
Indian  journalist,  the  subject  of  an  article  in  the  Nunrismatio  Digest 
of  India.  Later  I had  the  opportunity  of  reading  the  article  which  had 
been  written  by  Mr.  Amjad  Ali.  It  concerned  the  presentation  of  the 
medals  to  Muhammad  Nasiruddin  Ghatala  of  Madras,  one  of  which  was  given 
as  a token  of  gratitude  by  the  sultan  for  Ghatala's  valuable  services 
in  raising  funds  for  the  Hejaz  "Iron"  Railway.  Unfortunately  the  side 
of  the  medal  with  the  legend  as  Illustrated  was  printed  in  reverse, 
and  the  writer  stated  that  the  word  at  the  right  of  the  tughra  was 
'Adli  (Just),  but  it  is  of  course  "el  Ghazi"  (see  Fig.  1 below  which 
is  similar),  but  lacks  the  control  letters  "khe"  and  "mim"  at  the  base 
of  the  legend  which  were  on  the  medal  given  to  Mr.  Ghatala.  The 
"firman"  (sultan's  order),  as  given  to  the  recipient  of  such  awards, 
was  not  illustrated  in  Mr.  Ali's  article.

A second  medal  in  the  sultan's  order  was  known  as  the  "Ma'an"  Railway 
medal,  with  the  date  1322.  It  marked  the  construction  of  the  final 
section  of  the  railway  line  from  Ma'an  to  Medina.  At  this  time  a 
branch  line  had  been  constructed  from  Haifa  to  Dera'iye,  Amman  and 
Ma'an.  A monument  in  the  Haifa  Railway  station  celebrates  this  event 
and  the  locomotive  on  it  is  the  same  type  as  the  one  portrayed  on  the 
medals.  The  medal  illustrated  below  (Fig.  2),  was  also  struck  in  gold, 
silver  and  nickel.

As  mentioned  above,  a sultan's  order  accompanied  the  award  of  medals 
and  decoroations , and  in  my  collection  I have  one  given  to  a recipient 
of  the  Ma'an  medal  in  nickel  (Fig.  3).

This  firman  is  addressed  to  Sherif  'Ali  Haidar,  who  happened  to  be  an 
illustrious  member  of  the  Arabian  aristocracy,  acquiring  his  title  by 
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being  the  direct  descendant  of  the  Phophet  Muhamnad.  It  is  written  in 
the  usual  divani  script  and  printed  in  gold  and  black.  The  size  is 
21-3/4  by  12-1/2  inches.  There  are  a number  of  official  seal  impres- 
sions on  the  back.  The  document  is  dated  1st  Cemaziyulevvel  1324  (June 
23rd  1906).  'Ali  Haidar  had  been  sent  to  Constantinople  at  the  age  of 
seven  as  hostage  for  the  good  behaviour  of  his  grandfather  the  Emir 
'Abdul  Mutallib  who  had  come  into  conflict  with  the  vali  (Ottoman  gov- 
ernor) of  the  Hejaz  vila'jet^  - Osman  Pasha,  and  was  deposed  in  September 
1882.  He  was  of  the  Devi  Awns'  branch  of  the  Sherifian  family,  who  had 
long  tenure  of  the  office  in  Mecca  from  1857  to  1877  but  were  ousted 
by  the  other  branch,  the  Devi  Zaida.  A member  of  this  branch,  the 
Grand  sherif  Hussein  was  appointed  the  Emir  by  the  Ottomans  in  1908 
but  was  deposed  in  1916  on  news  of  the  Arab  revolt.  This  event  caused 
the  Ottoman  government  to  appoint  Sherif  'Ali  Haidar  in  his  place.  He 
had  been  living  in  Constantinople  during  the  war  years,  and  had  married 
an  English  woman  named  Isabel  Dunn  in  1902,  he  died  in  Beirut  in  1935 
long  after  the  dissolution  of  the  Empire. 

At  the  present  time  a reminder  of  this  great  railway  project  exists  in 
the  form  of  an  old  railway  engine  and  dilapidated  station  near  Medina 
(Saudi  Arabia),  which  recalls  the  active  part  played  by  the  British 
agent  Col.  T.  E.  Lawrence.  He  incited  the  Arabs  to  revolt  against 
the  Turks  in  World  War  I,  which  military  action  made  the  line  inoper- 
ative, but  it  was  put  back  into  partial  service  from  1918  to  1924  and 
then  abandoned.  Plans  to  rebuild  the  railway  announced  in  1953  were 
commenced  in  1964  with  funds  supplied  by  Syria,  Jordan  and  Saudi  Arabia 
and  by  1965  the  entire  line  had  been  surveyed  and  150  bridges  built. 

The  railway  was  intended  for  the  purpose  of  moving  goods  in  the  area, 
but  its  primary  function  will  always  be  the  transportation  of  the 
multitude  of  pilgrims  annually.

MYSTERY  WORD  ON  MYSORE  COINS 

by  David  G.  Briggs,  Meredith,  New  Hampshire,  NT  §1444 

During  the  reign  of  Krishna  Raja  Uodeyar  (1799-1868)  in  the  restored 
Hindu  dynasty  of  Mysore,  South  India,  coins  were  struck  with  a mystery 
word  liayili  appearing  in  the  legends  in  both  Kannada  and  English.  No 
one  knows  for  sure  what  meaning  the  word  was  Intended  to  convey. 

It  appears  on  the  silver  fanam  as  ’H-kiyili  hana‘'  and  similarly  on  the 
smaller  fractional  denominations  (1/8  and  1/16)  of  the  silver  rupee. 

On  the  copper  coins  it  appears  as  "Mayili  kasu"  in  Kannada  and  as 
MILAY  CASH  or  more  often  as  MEILEE  CASH  in  English.  (For  an  example, 
see  the  20  Cash  piece,  Craig  //193). 

In  Kannada,  mayiZi  can  mean  thin,  or  dirty,  or  small-pox,  but  none  of 
these  meanings  applies  to  the  coins.  The  most  reasonable  speculation 
by  the  experts  is  that  Mayisur  (Mysore)  was  contracted  to  Mayi-,  and 
the  locative  suffix  li  added,  to  mean  struck  "in  Mysore".  But  this 
is  just  speculation. 
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The  Monies  of 
France,  1940-1945

Any  review  of  the  monies  of  France  for  the  1940-45  period  must  hinge 
on  two  of  her  famous  sons.  Indeed,  the  entire  wartime  history  and 
much  of  what  has  followed  politically  must  be  ascribed  to  Henri 
Philippe  Petain,  Marshal  of  France,  Hero  of  Verdun,  Premier  of  the 
Vichy  Government  (1940-44),  and  General  Charles  Andre  Joseph  Mario 
de  Gaulle,  leader  of  the  Free  French,  interim  post-war  president  and 
president  of  the  Fifth  Republic,  established  in  1958. 

Vichy  - 1940-44 

For  metropolitan  France  alone.  World  War  I cost  the  nation  1,300,000 
dead,  or  27%  of  all  men  between  the  ages  of  18  and  27,  higher  than 
any  other  combatant  country.  For  ten  agonizing  months  in  1916  France 
had  fought  the  longest  and  most  terrible  struggle  in  single  combat 
against  virtually  the  full  power  of  the  German  army,  and  held;  but 
at  the  frightful  cost  of  over  400,000  men.  Sergeant  Andre  Maginot, 
namesake  of  the  later  Maginot  Line,  was  badly  wounded  there.  Mar- 
shall Petain  saved  his  nation  there  as  commander-in-chief,  and  became 
"Victor  of  Verdun". 

The  siege  warfare  of  this  gruesome  battle,  where  even  today  little 
can  grow  on  those  devastated  fields,  produced  a static  warfare  men- 
tality that  led  to  construction  of  the  stupendous  Maginot  Line,  87 
miles  of  static  defenses  and  fortified  regions  guarding  France's 
eastern  boundary  facing  Germany,  named  for  France's  current  Minister 
of  War  and  erstwhile  hero  at  Verdun,  and  begun  in  1933.  Much  has 
been  writen  about  the  failure  of  the  Maginot  Line  to  save  France  in 
1940.  Completed  by  1935,  it  had  cost  7000  million  francs,  but  its 
fatal  weakness  lay  in  its  length.  It  did  not  cover  what  von  Clauswitz 
called  the  "pit  of  the  French  stomach",  the  invasion  routes  through 
Belgium  and  Luxemburg. 

In  a post-war  Instruction  of  1921,  Marshal  Petain,  then  Supreme  Com- 
mander, dismissed  the  future  role  of  mobile  armoured  warfare  which 
for  14  years  remained  the  creed  of  the  French  Army,  and  in  1935  de- 
clared the  Ardennes  "impenetrable".  By  the  time  of  the  outbreak  of 
World  War  II,  Petain  had  retired.  With  the  successful  attack  of  the 
new  German  Army  through  Belgium  and  the  "Impenetrable"  Ardennes  in 
May,  1940,  by-passing  and  out-flanking  the  Maginot  Line,  and  during 
the  debacle  that  followed.  Premier  Paul  Reynaud  recalled  Petain  to 
active  duty  on  May  9,  1940,  as  Deputy  Premier,  at  the  age  of  84.  By 
Sunday,  June  16th,  the  situation  had  degenerated  so  that  Reynaud  re- 
signed and  President  Albert  Lebrun  appointed  the  aged  Marshal  Premier 
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of  Prance.  Two  hours  later  he  asked  for  an  armistice  with  Germany 
which  was  signed  June  20,  1940. 

Petain  set  up  a new  French  government  in  the  Hotel  du  Parc  in  Vichy, 
located  in  Central  France  outside  the  German  occupied  zone.  This 
Vicliy  government  survived  until  1944,  when  the  Germans  occupied  all 
of  France.  After  the  liberation  of  the  country  Petain  lived  to  be- 
come the  receptacle  of  France's  dishonor,  abandoned  by  his  colleagues 
of  the  generation  which  should  have  been  in  control  of  the  destiny 
of  France,  and  condemmed  for  allowing  members  of  the  defeated  nation 
to  be  marched  into  German  forced  labor  camps.  He  died  in  1951  at 
the  age  of  95  in  an  austere  French  prison. 

The  banknotes  used  in  Vichy  France  were  a continuation  cf  those  in 
circulation  at  the  time  of  the  armistice  with  new  dates  of  issue 
through  1944  in  denominations  of  5,  10,  20,  50,  100,  500,  1000  and 
5000  Francs. 

The  5 through  100  Franc  Banque  de  France  notes  also  circulated  in 
North  Africa  during  the  tenure  of  the  German  Armistice  Commission 
and  even  after  the  Allied  invasion  (Operation  Torch)  in  November  1944, 
although  normally  no  establishment  would  accept  any  of  these  notes 
over  50  Francs. 


An  emergency  issue  of  notes  by  the  Vichy  government  called  "Bo.;  de 
Solidarite"  were  in  use  from  1941  to  1944.  Similar  to  "Winterhilf s- 
werk"  notes  used  in  Germany,  they  were  issued  to  aid  prisoners  of  war

by  collecting  funds  for  that  purpose.  The  denominations  were  50 
centimes,  1,  2,  5,  10,  20,  50,  100,  500,  1000  and  5000  Francs,  are 
multicolored  and  carry  a picture  of  Marshal  Petain.  A food  theme 
is  portrayed  also  on  the  notes.

A complete  collection  of  Vichy  coins  is  still  relatively  easy  to 
acquire  with  the  exception  of  the  YV-92a  20  Centimes  in  iron  and  the 
YV-97  5 Francs  coin  with  the  bust  of  Petain  on  the  obverse  and  a 
Frankish  battle  axe  on  the  reverse  with  the  value. 

The  confusion  following  the  fall  of  France  in  1940  led  to  enormous 
confusion  in  France's  vast  overseas  colonial  empire.  Detachments  of 
the  French  Navy  anchored  at  Mers-el-Kebir  in  Algeria  were  destroyed 
by  the  British  fleet,  while  further  units  at  Dakar  in  French  West 
Africa,  Casablanca  in  Morocco  and  the  West  Indian  island  of  Martinique 
were  neutralized.  All  segments  of  the  French  empire,  except  northern 
Africa,  were  neutralized  or  isolated  by  blockade  by  the  British. 

Only  one,  French  Indo  China,  issued  coins  that  reflected  their  Vichy 
sympathy  as  opposed  to  the  Free  French  regime  in  London  under  General 
de  Gaulle.  Again,  Yeoman  used  a "V"  suffix  to  denote  "Vichy".

French  Indo  China,  located  on  the 
Indo-China  coast  of  southease  Asia, 
had  an  area  of  286,000  square  miles 
and  a population  of  about  24  million, 
composed  of  the  provinces  of  Annam, 

Tonkin,  Cambodia,  Cochin-China  and 

parts  of  present-day  Laos.  French  Indo  China  fell  under  Japanese 
control  as  early  as  June  1940,  during  the  fall  of  metropolitan  France. 
Governor -General  Cantroux  was  forced  to  yield  to  Japanese  demands; 
and,  although  he  was  replaced  by  Admiral  Decoux,  he  too  had  to  give 
way  to  the  overwhelming  force  of  the  Japanese.  By  December  7,  1941, 
the  Japanese  were  using  the  colony  as  a base  to  launch  their  invasion 
of  southeast  Asia.  Although  the  French  nominally  retained  their 
sovereignty,  they  were  completely  at  the  mercy  of  the  Japanese  who 
took  over  full  military  control  by  March  1945,  and  announced  the  end 
of  French  colonial  rule.  The  colony  was  returned  to  France  in  1945, 
but  the  seeds  of  revolt  had  been  sown,  and  an  up-rising  in  August  led 
to  the  ultimate  French  defeat  at  Dien  Bien  Phu  in  May  1954,  and  fin- 
ally United  States  involvement. 


Free  France  - 1940-45 


Now  we  must  turn  to  that  monumental,  frequently  controversial,  auto- 
cratic general  and  statesman  with  no  peer  in  modern  French  history, 
Charles  de  Gaulle.  An  outline  of  de  Gaulle's  careei  can  be  briefly 
stated.  He  was  born  in  Lille,  November  22,  1890,  and  his  father  was 
a professor  of  philosophy  at  a Jesuit  College.  He  decided  early  on 
a military  career  and  graduated  from  St.  Cyr  (the  French  equivalent 
to  the  U.S.'s  West  Point)  with  distinction.  He  had  a passionate  ad- 
miration for  his  first  commanding  officer,  then  Colonel  Henri  Philippe 
Petain,  to  whom  he  dedicated  his  first  book  and  who  was  godfather  to 
his  only  son.  Twenty  years  later  the  Vichy  Government,  headed  by 
Petain,  was  to  sentence  de  Gaulle  to  death  in  absentia  for  treason! 
During  the  battle  for  France  in  1940,  de  Gaulle  was  commanding  officer 
of  the  recently  formed  4th  Armored  Division  which  went  into  action 
against  German  General  Heinz  Guderian's  XIX  Panzer  C^orps  (including 
the  7th  Panzer  Division  under  General  Erwin  Rommel).  But  shattering 
attacks  by  Stuka  dive  bombers  disrupted  de  Gaulle's  .ittai'ks  and 
Guderian's  panzers  brushed  aside  the  French  division.  Bv  June  10th 
Premier  Reynaud  had  made  de  Gaulle,  who  strongly  opposed  .a  .se[ier;ite 
peace.  Under  Secretary  of  State  for  Defense.  On  the  departure  t rom 
France  of  the  English  General  Edward  Speers  by  plane  on  June  17th,

Speers  contrived  to  pull  de  Gaulle  into  the  aircraft  with  him  and  thus 
get  him  to  England  where  on  the  18th  de  Gaulle  made  one  of  the  most 
celebrated  speeches  in  contemporary  history  to  rally  the  French  and 
spark  the  Free  French  movement.  He  re-entered  Paris  as  a conqueror 
in  1944  to  set  up  a provisional  government,  and  act  as  provisional 
president.  He  resigned  office  early  in  1946,  as  the  multiplicity  of 
French  political  parties  had  made  the  government  unworkable.  He  was 
called  back  to  save  the  country  again  in  the  crises  of  May  1958,  when 
an  army  revolt  in  Algiers  led  to  the  brink  of  civil  war  in  France. 

He  became  Premier,  helped  establish  the  Fifth  Republic,  and  served  as 
its  first  President  from  January  8,  1959  to  1969.  He  died  in  1970, 
and  was  buried  December  11th  in  the  small  churchyard  at  Colombey-les- 
Deux  Eglises. 

A few  coins  were  utilized  in  the  colonial  areas  by  the  Free  French 
during  the  war.

With  the  Allied  landings  in  North  Africa  came  U.S.  yellow  seal  dollars 
which  were  circulating  along  with  the  Banque  de  France  notes  and 
Banque  de  L'Algerie  notes.  The  latter  had  a black  overprint  for 
notes  in  use  in  Tunisia  (illustrated  next  page) . The  landings  also 
brought  Banque  d'Etat  due  Maroc  notes  printed  in  the  United  States

by  E.  A.  Wright  Bank  Note  Company  of  Philadelphia  - so-called  "de 
Gaulle  notes",  which  circulated  along  with  British  Military  Authority 
currency,  which  arrived  with  the  British  Eighth  Army  from  the  east 
and  even  included  some  notes  from  Tripolitanla . 


Both  the  US  and  Great  Britain  printed  a large  variety  of  notes  for 
the  Free  French.  Two  notes  for  France  depicting  "Marianne"  in  500 

and  1000  Franc  denominations 
were  printed  in  England  and 
used  briefly  in  Corsica  and 
France  after  the  landings 
there.  In  addition,  the 
so-called  "Liberation  issue" 
(illustrated  following  page) 
were  used  in  France,  printed 
and  issued  by  the  US  forces 
without  the  explicit  approval 
of  the  Free  French.  The 

500  Francs  "Marianne"  Central  Bank  of  Free  France 
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1000  Francs  "Liberation  Issue" 

(Caisse  Centrale  de  la  France  Libre)  issued  a whole  series  in  two 
dates,  December  2,  1941  and  February  2,  1944,  of  which  the  Five  Francs 
also  depicted  "Marianne"  in  the  center.  The  Caisse  Central  de  la 
France  D'Otre  Mer  also  issued  several  series  for  colonies  with  Free 
French  sympathies,  which  included  the  islands  of  Guadeloupe,  Marti- 
nique and  the  South  American  colony  of  French  Guiana. 

French  Equatorial  Africa  under  the  Free  French  issued  four  notes  of 
5,  25,  100  and  1000  Francs  in  1941  with  the  caption  "Afrique  Francaise 
Libre"  (Free  French  Africa)  and  with  the  French  flag  at  the  right 
similar  to  the  French  West  Africa  notes  of  an  earlier  date.  A com- 
parison of  the  two  notes  in  the  100  Franc  denomination  is  shown  below.

French  West  Africa  and  the  American  Bank  Note  Company  includes  a 
5,  25,  100  and  1000  Francs  issued  in  1942. 

Some  colonies  simply  overprinted  circulating  issues  with  a rubber 
stamp  as  was  done  in  the  south  Pacific  islands  of  New  Hebrides  and 
New  Caledonia.  Banque  de  L' Indochina  notes  were  overprinted  to  show 
the  Cross  of  Lorraine,  symbol  of  the  Free  French.  A New  Caledonia 
issue  of  1943-44  in  50  Centimes,  1,  2,  5 and  20  Francs  were  released 
showing  the  Cross  of  Lorraine  on  one  side  and  port  facilities  on  the 
other.  Unstamped  Banque  de  L' Indochina  notes  and  U.S.  dollars  over- 
printed "HAWAII"  were  circulating  at  the  same  time  among  the  French 
Pacific  islands. 

Banque  de  L' Indochina  notes  circulated  in  that  colonly  throughout 
the  Japanese  occupation  and  wartime  issues  were  reportedly  printed 
there  due  to  the  severance  of  contact  with  France.  The  Indo  Chinese 
banks  were  seized  by  the  Japanese  on  March  23,  1945,  and  placed  under 
the  control  of the  Yokohama  Specie  Bank.  Following  the  liberation 
of  the  colony  in  1945  a series  of  new  notes  printed  in  the  U.S.  and 
Great  Britain  were  issued,  denominated  in  1,  50  and  100  Piastres. 

There  were  many  other  bank  note  varieties  and  issues  in  addition  to 
the  few  listed  here.  Some  French  colonies  issued  no  special  numis- 
matic items  at  all  during  the  war  as  there  apparently  was  no  need  for 
emergency  issues.  However,  the  items  considered  here  excitingly  re- 
flect the  tragic  division  of  France  during  those  terrible  years  and 
the  irreconcilable  personalities  of  her  two  leading  figures,  Petain 
and  de  Gaulle.

NOTE  FROM  GERMANY

Germany  released  the  new  mint  sets  which  now  include  the  recently  is- 
sued 2 Mark  Kurt  Schumacher  coins  in  March  1980.  Also  scheduled  for 
release  during  1980  are  two  5 Mark  commemoratives  to  be  struck  in 
cupro-nickel.  The  first  is  reported  to  commemorate  the  750th  annivers- 
ary of  the  death  of  medieval  poet  Walther  von  der  Vogelweide,  who  was 
also  honored  on  a 3 Mark  coin  (Y-71)  issued  in  1930  by  Germany  and  a 
2 Schilling  coin  (Y-71)  issued  by  Austria  in  the  same  year.  Germany 
also  plans  a second  5 Mark  coin  later  in  1980  to  honor  the  Cologne 
Cathedral .

BOOK  REVIEWS 

GERilAN  TALE3S  1500-1600 j hy  Dr.  John  S.  Davenport.  Published  in  1979 
by  Nunismtischer  Verlag  P.N.  Schulten,  Frankfurt  am  {lain.  West  Ger- 
many. Hardback,  422pp,  heavily  illustrated. 

This  volume,  with  an  appendix  by  Wolfgang  Schulten,  completes  Dr. 
Davenport's  eight  volume  series  cataloging  over  ten  thousand  crovm 
sized  coins  of  Europe.  As  in  the  past  volumes  the  period  is  thorough- 
ly covered  and  the  coins  are  profusely  illustrated.  Dr.  Davenport's 
reputation  as  a responsible  and  knowledgeable  researcher  has  provided 
him  once  again  with  the  necessary  support  and  access  to  make  this 
latest  reference  an  excellent  addition  to  any  numismatic  library. 

The  choice  of  paper  in  the  printing  causes  the  photographs  to  stand 
out  extremely  well  for  ease  in  comparison  with  the  actual  coin.  Wolf- 
gang Schulten 's  appendix  on  guldentalers  follows  the  same  style  and 
careful  attention  to  good  photography  as  does  the  main  book.  Dr. 
Davenport  ends  his  work  with  a needed  appendix  translating  the 
emperors'  titles  and  the  legends  found  on  the  respective  coins.

COINAGE  IN  SOUTH  EASTERN  EUROPE,  by  D.  M.  Metcalf.  Pun.  #11,  Royal 
Numismatic  Society.  OUP,  1979.  England.  Hardback,  335pp  text, 

36pp  of  appendices;  maps,  charts,  indices,  8 plates  (182  coins),  maps 
and  tables  in  text  (14  figs.,  36  tables),  9pp  bibliography  in  Balkan 
languages  (Latin  characters,  except  for  Greek).  7-1/2" x 10-1/2". 
£17.50  or  c.  $40.25,  available  from  Royal  Numismatic  Society. 

This  is  a major  expansion  of  the  first  edition  of  1965.  In  a detail- 
ed preface  the  author  explains  the  changes  and  developments  that  have 
taken  place  since  that  date. 

The  first  edition  was  in  the  manner  of  an  introduction  to  a relative- 
ly untouched  field  of  study,  namely  the  correlation  of  the  coinage  of 
Byzantium  (820-1358)  with  those  of  the  emerging  states  and  city  states 
of  southern  and  eastern  Europe.  This  work  carries  on  through  1396 
A.D.  and  covers  a wider  geographical  area. 

The  discovery  and  accurate  recording  of  coins  and  the  quantity  of 
available  literature  since  the  end  of  World  War  II  has  increased 
many  fold.  There  are  a multitude  of  museums  in  the  Balkan  countries 
where  materials  are  fully  recorded  and  analyzed  since  any  hoards  are 
state  property.  There  has  been  no  such  coverage  in  the  history  of 
numismatics  , Gree'x  and  Roman  notwithstanding. 

I cannot  help  but  feel  that  this  must  be  one  of  the  most  important 
numismatic  works  in  this  century  and  there  have  been  many.  This 
book's  influence  is  much  wider;  it  is  a textbook  for  economists  and 
historians.  And  what  I have  sometimes  incautiously  referred  to  as 
"real  history”,  i.e.  not  kings,  battles  and  treaties  (though  these 
have  their  place!),  but  trade,  commerce  and  daily  living,  with  the 
spreading  of  international  contacts  and  influences. 
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VThile  all  the  individual  countries  have  extensive  literature  and  nutr- 
isriatic  information  (which,  few  in  the  v;estern  world  who  are  not  ex- 
nationals understand),  this  work  is  a major  effort  to  correlate  them 
as  a whole,  so  as  to  give  a composite,  and  complex,  picture  of  what 
all  too  often  has  been  dism.issed  contemptously  as  "The  Dark  Ages". 

Metcalf's  work  began  in  these  areas  as  a student  v;hen  he  received  a 
grant  to  study  in  the  countries  concerned.  This  made  possible,  not 
only  the  sight  of  material,  but  in  making  personal  contacts  which, 
in  that  part  of  the  world,  could  have  been  made  in  no  other  way.  It 
is  this  last  which  has  made  possible  a work  of  this  stature.  With 
my  own  so  slight  acquaintance  with  this  area,  plus  Byzantium,  I find 
it  hard  to  realize  that  any  one  individual  could  possibly  have  such 
a grasp  on  such  an  enormous  field  - five  Balkan  countries,  plus 
English,  French  and  Byzantine. 

iietcalf  himself  admits  that  some  of  the  ideas  that  have  been  put 
forward  may  be  controversial  - they  are  new  and  ir  a fresh  field  and 
so  v.’ill  need  testing.  Fresh  information  from  hoards  and  studies  is 
always  coining  to  light . 

Because  numismatists  in  general,  except  for  Metcalf  and  Grierson, 
have  paid  but  little  attention  to  the  medieval  fields  of  coinage, 
not  feeling  it  worthy  of  interest  or  of  collecting  until  after 
World  War  II,  few  outside  the  scholars  in  the  individual  countries 
have  had  any  idea  of  the  enormous  output  of  coinage  in  the  period 
covered  by  this  book.  Metcalf  estimates  there  must  have  been  liter- 
ally huncreds  cf  millions  of  pieces  issued.  Even  the  late  Byzantine 
coinage,  including  Trebizond  and  Armenian,  has  only  come  into  its 
own  in  the  past  20-25  years,  thanks  to  the  work  of  men  like  Bendall, 
Metcalf  and  Grierson. 

This  is  not  a book  of  "descriptive  numismatics"  and  to  that  extent 
the  ordinary  collector  may  be  dissappointed . He  will  need  to  look 
at  the  textbooks  in  the  languages  of  the  countries  concerned  and  in 
such  English/French  literature  as  is  available.  At  the  same  time  it 
is  NOT  a work  that  any  serious  numismatist,  from  Asia  Minor  (Armenia) 
to  Hungary  and  the  central  northeast  Mediterranean,  can  afford  to  be 
without.  It  is  a scholar's  book  and  an  invaluable  work  for  anyone 
who  wishes  to  know,  and  to  understand,  the  background  of  the  coins 
he  collects,  their  quantities,  nature  and  raison  d'etre. 

The  coins  in  the  illustrations  give  an  overall  picture  of  the  Balkan 
coinage,  but  I must  confess  I wish  there  could  have  been  double  or 
triple  the  numbers  of  coins  illustrated  not  only  as  a book  in  part  of 
descriptive  numismatics,  but  that  the  book  would  have  shown  rather 
more  clearly  to  the  serious  collector  of  medieval  coinage,  and  the 
coinage  of  these  countries  concerned,  the  relationships  of  all  the 
coinage  involved.  That,  however  would  have  added  greatly  to  the  cost 
of  production. 

It  is  a superb  and  scholarly  work  of  major  importance.

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"Das  Ersatzgeld  der  Kreigsfangenen  und  Interniertenlager  in  Osterreich- 
Ungarn  1914-1918"  (The  Substitute  Money  of  Prisoner  or  War  and  Intern- 
ment Camps  in  Austria-Hungary  1914-1918),  by  Karl  Jaksch  and  Werner 
Stahl,  in  Nianismatisahe  Zeitsahrift^  Special  Issue,  1978,  Vol.  92, 
pp.  37-68,  29  plates,  bibliography,  paper.  Available  from  Qsterreich- 
ische  Numismatische  Gesellschaf t , Burgring  5,  A- 1010  Vienna,  Austria. 

The  Austrian  Numismatic  Society  in  1978  released  a special  issue  of 
their  publication  {Numismatische  Zeitsohrift , Vol.  92)  about  the  coins 
and  paper  notes  used  in  the  prisoner  of  war  and  internment  camps  of 
the  old  Danube  Dual  Monarchy. 

Part  A.  lists  the  few  camps  which  issued  coins  giving  denomination, 
metal,  description  and  size  of  each  issue.  A single  glossy  plate 
illustrates  a sampling  of  the  coin  series.  Of  special  interest  is  a 
10  Heller  coin  18mm  in  diameter  dated  1917  which  was  planned  but  never 
released.  It  was  to  be  made  from  glass! 

Part  B.  lists  the  paper  notes  used  in  the  various  camps  in  alphabetic- 
al order  with  many  of  their  varieties  including  those  issued  specific- 
ally for  collectors.  Eighteen  glossy  plates  illustrate  the  paper  notes 
with  excellent  quality  black  and  white  photographs  in  the  original 
size  of  each  note  depicted. 

This  volume  certainly  does  not  replace  Dr.  Arnold  Keller's  monumental 
Das  Notgeld  dev  GefangenenZagev  1914-1918 , Deutsches  Reich,  Ostervich, 
Ungavn  of  1954,  reprinted  in  1976,  although  it  does  supplement  that 
book.  Unfortunately,  descriptions  are  often  inadequate  sometimes 
leaving  out  such  important  elements  as  colors  and  some  fairly  common 
varieties  are  missing  entirely. 

Several  pages  of  historical  background  are  included  in  the  introduction 
with  an  especially  interesting  table  of  information  about  seven  of  the 
Austrian  camps,  such  as  total  number  of  officers,  men  and  internees 
in  each,  quantities  of  coins  and  notes  in  circulation,  camp  money  value 
and  so  on.  A bibliography  is  included.  Unfortunately,  too,  this 
little  publication  is  in  German  which  makes  it  difficult  to  use  for 
those  without  knowledge  of  the  language.  It  is,  despite  this,  useful 
as  a reference  and  presents  material  that  has  never  been  listed  before.

KujvstabetZen  Deutschev  Banknoten  1874,  by  Dieter  Hoffmann,  1979,  51pp, 
illus.  , paper  cover.  Available  from  Firma  Dieter  Hoffmann,  Histor- 
isches  Papiergeld  , D-8540  Schwabach,  Postfach  1365,  West  Germany. 

Recently  well  known  paper  money  dealer  Dieter  Hoffmann  of  Schwabach, 
West  Germany  placed  his  stock  and  ordering  procedures  into  computer 
format.  This  little  publication  is  an  off-shoot  of  the  computer 
printout  providing  a detailed  listing  of  German  banknotes  since  1874, 
with  their  varieties. 

Heavily  Illustrated  with  varying  quality  photographs  , it  provides  a 
chronological  listing  from  1874  to  the  present,  including  East  Germany 
and  the  German  military  and  occupation  issues  through  both  World  Wars. 
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Each  note  is  listed  by  watermark.  Pick  catalog  number,  description 
of  serial  number  and  printing,  date  issued,  general  description, 
denomination,  condition  and  value  in  two  categories.  Several  tables 
are  included  with  much  useful  information  such  as  list  of  printers, 
watermarks  and  close-up  photos  of  various  important  details  for 
ease  in  identifying  various  issues.

Das  Notenbuoh-Katalog  der  Deutsohen  Banknoten  ab  1874,  by  Dieter 
Hoffman,  1979,  156  pages,  illustrated,  paper  bound.  Available  from 
Firma  Dieter  Hoffmann,  Historisches  Papiergeld,  D-8540  Schwabach, 

West  Germany. 

This  little  catalog  is  actually  essentially  an  expansion  and  improve- 
ment of  Herr  Hoffmann's  earlier  Kurstabetlen  Deutsaher  Banknoten  ab 
1874.  Attractively  bound  in  heavy  duty  paper  illustrated  with  numer- 
ous vignettes  from  German  banknotes,  the  coverage  has  been  greatly 
increased,  illustrations  are  of  far  better  quality  and  in  greater 
numbers  although  the  same  descriptive  format  has  been  employed.  A 
section  on  specimen  notes,  errors,  counterfeits  and  German  checks  are 
of  special  interest  as  are  details  of  som.e  of  Germany's  earliest 
banknotes,  and  three  notes  from  1939-42  that  were  never  issued  and 
never  before  illustrated  insofar  as  known.  All  the  numerous  varieties 
are  listing  and  important  distinctions  highlighted  by  a heavy  black 
arrow.  Notes  of  both  Germany's  from  the  1948  currency  reform  to  the 
present  are  found  in  a center  section  printed  on  pink  paper  for  easy 
location  and  reference. 

The  section  on  military  and  occupation  issues  has  been  greatly  expand- 
ed and  issues  from  the  World  War  I occupation  of  France  from  1915  to 
1918  is  particularly  complete  and  well  illustrated  as  are  those  in 
French  and  German  utilized  by  3rd  Army  base  personnel.  Also  included 
are  the  Persian  overprints  from  the  Dr.  v.  Niedermayer  expedition  of 
1916,  Georgian  Legion  issues  from  Turkey  in  1916,  Navy  emergency 
issues  of  1923,  1939-45  prisoner  of  war  notes,  occupation  notes  from 
the  various  countries  of  the  1939-45  period  including  an  interesting 
unissued  1000  Zloty  note  with  one  side  printed  in  Cyrillic  dated  1941 
possibly  intended  for  use  in  Galicia.  Emergency  issues  of  1945  from 
Carinthia,  Saxony  and  Selesia  are  also  well  covered  as  are  the 
"Konversionkasse"  certificates  of  1933-34. 

Several  pages  of  curiosities  are  found  in  the  back  which  are  both 
interesting  and  amusing.  While  they  are  not  listed  the  German  State 
bank  notes  of  Baden,  Wiirttemburg,  Saxony  and  Bavaria  are  mentioned 
and  some  of  the  more  interesting  are  illustrated.

This  latest  (30th)  edition  of  the  Canadian  standard  reference  was 
released  in  late  March. 

Valuations  quoted  are  based  on  the  latest  auction  and  retail  sales. 
Prices  for  silver  coins  have  been  increased  for  all  grades  to  Include 
the  value  of  their  silver  bullion.  Many  coins  in  the  higher  grades 
show  prices  increases  in  this  edition. 

The  catalogue  lists  and  evaluates  all  coins  issued  by  Canada,  New- 
foundland, New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward  Island  from 
1858  to  the  present.  It  is  the  standard  reference  on  the  subject. 
Mintage  figures  are  given  and  the  major  die  varieties  are  listed, 
lillustrated  and  valued.  Valuations  are  presented  in  up  to  7 conditions 
according  to  the  official  grading  system  of  the  American  Numismatic 
Association  from  G-4  through  MS-60.  For  each  type  coins  there  is  a 
clear  photograph  of  both  sides  , a complete  description  of  what  appears 
on  both  sides  of  the  coin,  the  name  of  the  engraver,  the  diameter, 
weight  , metallic  composition  , edge  type  and  a brief  phrase  defining 
the  criteria  for  each  of  the  various  grades  for  which  valuations  are 
given . 

Separate  sections  list  and  evaluate  mint  sets,  proof-like  mint  sets 
and  dollars  and  specimen  sets. 

An  introductory  text  covers  mints  and  mint  marks  and  lists  the  en- 
gravers initials  appearing  on  Canadian  coins.  An  excellent  photo- 
grading guide  is  also  included  with  descriptions  and  photos  to  illus- 
trate each  grade,  according  to  the  ANA  grading  system,  of  50c  coins 
for  each  of  the  monarchs  from  Queen  Victoria  through  Queen  Elizabeth 
II. 


The  catalogue  ends  with  an  illustrated  listing  of  patterns  , trial 
pieces  and  official  concoctions. 

This  catalogue  is  published  bi-annually  with  a winter  and  a summer 
edition.  The  previous  editions  (29th)  was  published  last  September.

This  present  volume  complete  a three-volume  survey  of  Oriental  coin- 
age. The  coins  series  considered  here  were  issued  in  lands  situated 
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from  India  in  the  west  to  Korea  and  New  Guinea  in  the  east  and  from 
the  Himalayas  and  Mongolia  in  the  north  to  Ceylon  and  Indonesia  in 
the  south.  Coinage  issued  within  this  area  during  the  Ancient  Period 
has  already  been  covered  in  the  second  volume  of  this  series,  while 
issues  of  the  Islamic  Sultanates  in  India  were  included  in  the  first 
volume.  The  many  coin  series  considered  in  this  volume  fall  naturally 
into  four  sections  of  about  equal  length,  with  between  900  and  1,^00 
coins  catalogued  in  each  section.  In  the  first  section  are  grouped 
coin  series  struck  for  numerous  Indian  States  that  held  sway  in  North- 
ern India  from  the  fall  of  the  Cupta  Empire  in  the  fifth  century  AD 
until  the  consolidation  of  Islamic  control  in  the  thirteenth  century. 
The  first  section  continues  with  coinage  struck  for  the  multiplicity 
of  non-Islamic  principalities  that  controlled  the  Deccan  and  Pennin- 
sular  India  from  the  beginning  of  the  Medieval  Period  until  the  last 
local  coinage  was  struck  during  the  1940's.  Approximately  1,400  coins 
are  catalogued  in  this  section  which  embraces  such  well-known  nam.es 
as  those  of  the  Maukharis  , Vardhanas  , Palas,  Chaham.anas , Kalachuris  , 
Kadambas  , Chalukyas,  Holsalas , Pandyas  , Cholas  and  the  kings  of  Cey- 
lon , of  V'ijayanagar  and  of  Mysore.  But  many  less  fam.iliar  names  in- 
clude the  Vaghelas,  Silaharas  , Kayasthas,  Gangas  and  the  many  families 
of  Nayakas.  The  coins  struck  for  these  various  dynasts  are  considered 
in  their  historical  context  and  in  relation  to  previously  published 
information:  but  m^ny  of  the  issues  described  in  this  book  have  not 

been  previously  published  and  a large  number  of  others  are  new  to 
western  literature. 

Coinage  struck  in  India,  Pakistan  and  Ceylon  for  the  trading  enclaves 
established  by  European  powers  from  the  early  sixteenth  century  on- 
wards provides  the  material  for  the  second  section  of  the  book.  The 
history  and  coinage  of  the  Portuguese,  Dutch,  Danish,  French  and 
English  settlements  lead  on  to  a consideration  of  the  coin  series 
struck  in  British  India  and  Ceylon.  This  section  ends  with  a survey 
of  coinage  struck  after  these  regions  more  recently  acquired  independ- 
ence and  includes,  last  but  not  least,  Bangladesh. 

Moving  further  north  and  also  east  , the  countries  considered  in  the 
third  section  of  this  book  stretch  in  an  arc  from  Himalayan  states 
such  as  Nepal  and  Assam,  through  Tripura  and  Arakan,  to  em.brace  the 
South-east  Asian  kingdoms  that  have  ruled  Burma,  Thailand  and  Cam- 
bodia since  an  early  time;  a tine  before  the  Thai-Burman  peoples  had 
arrived  on  the  scene.  Although  the  majority  of  coins  issued  within 
this  arc  from  Nepal  to  Arakan  have  been  published  previously,  a very 
sub.stantial  proportion  of  specimens  belonging  to  more  easterly  series 
issued  in  the  Burma-Thailand-Cambodia  region  are  either  newly  publish- 
ed or  else  they  are  placed  in  a new  historical  context  which  gives 
much  more  meaning  to  the  environment  in  which  such  coinage,  often  of 
unusual  shape,  evolved  during  a fairly  substantial  time  span.  Pro- 
gressing from  the  iiiore  modern  machine  struck  coinage  - and  also  some 
tokens  - of  Burma,  Thailand  and  Cambodia,  the  book  moves  on  to  a dis- 
cussion of  coinage  struck  by  the  early  Hindu  kingdoms  in  tlie  Malay 
Peninsula  and  the  Indonesian  Archipelago.  The  coinage  of  this  region, 
which  stretches  south-eastwards  as  far  as  New  Guinea,  is  followed 
through  the  period  of  the  European  colonising  powers  down  to  the  in- 
dependent states  of  the  present  day. 

The  fourth  and  final  section  of  the  book  deals  with  the  Far  East. 
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coinage  is  considered  in  its  historical  context  from  the  found 
ation  of  the  T'ang  dynasty,  in  the  early  seventh  century  AD,  down  to 
the  present  time.  A catalogue  of  Chinese  cash,  and  of  their  machine 
struck  successors,  including  examples  of  the  local  coinage  struck  in 
Turkestan,  is  followed  by  a selection  of  silver  sycee.  Other  local 
coin  series  include  those  struck  in  Portuguese,  British,  German,  Jap- 
anese and  local  Communist  enclaves,  together  with  issues  struck  in 
such  successor  states  as  Mongolia  and  Taiwan.  The  various  coin  ser- 
ies, and  some  amulets,  cast  and  struck  in  the  adjacent  countries  of 
Korea  to  the  north-east  and  Annam  (Vietnam,  French  Indo-china)  to 
the  south-west  lead  on  to  related  series  issued  on  the  island  realm 
of  Japan. 

More  than  4,750  coins  are  catalogued  in  this  book  and  all  of  them  are 
illustrated  natural  size.  Some  of  the  smaller  specimens  are  also  il- 
lustrated by  enlarged  photographs.  The  book  is  set  out  in  a similar 
manner  to  its  two  companion  volumes  and  has  comprehensive  dynastic 
tables  and  historical  background  material,  as  well  as  renderings  of 
most  inscriptions  both  in  their  original  script  and  also  in  trans- 
literation, or  translation.

"FAMOUS  TURKS"  SERIES  OF  MEDALLIONS

The  Turkish  Numismatic  Society  (Turk  Niimismatik  Dernegi)  is  producing 
a series  of  medallions  in  the  "Famous  Turks"  series  , usually  in  sil- 
ver and  bronze.  The  latest  to  be  struck  was  to  commemorate  Halil 
Ethem.  636  of  the  silver  medals  were  struck  and  sold  to  members  for 
$35  and  250  bronze  ones  at  $22.50.  Production  has  been  a considerable 
problem  because  of  the  fluctuations  in  the  price  of  these  metals. 

Most  of  the  medals  were  absorbed  by  the  membership.  Since  the  Society, 
like  most,  operates  on  a small  budget,  and  since  Turkey’s  economy 
(and  inflation  of  100%)  are  very  unstable  there  is  little  room  to  risk 
carrying  a margin.  I have  suggested  that  there  may  be  collectors  over 
here  who  might  like  to  acquire  such  items  as  they  are  not  only  his- 
torically interesting  but  Turkey's  activities  in  this  field  have  been 
extremely  limited.  Turkey  has  an  abundance  of  copper  in  the  northeast 
and  in  my  time  there  its  cooking  utensils  were  always  of  copper,  with 
a tinned  inside. 

The  main  characteristic  of  the  medal  is  its  extremely  high  relief  which 
causes  the  bust  (facing)  to  stand  out  almost  as  if  separate  from  its 
background.
